was perraisEiiHe. but that it was in. 
reality a tax for the benefit of the 
Porto Ricans themselves rather than 
an export duty, aft was claimed by the 
merchants who antagonized the gov- 
ernment in the case. 
In both cases 


there were dissenting opinions con- 
curred in by four of the nine justices i 


it is generally believed that the* 


finding in the Philippine case will i4ad 
to early efforts, to secure legislation 
for the regulation of our commercial 
relations with those islands. As the 
Porto Rica-n opinion sustains the con- 
stitutionality of the Foraker act. no 
such necessity will'arise with, refer- 
ence to Porto Rico.
